REMARKS 

The Decision on Appeal dated September 26, 2003 (Appeal No. 2002-2030) has been 
reviewed and its contents carefully noted. Reconsideration of this case, as amended, is earnestly 
requested. Claims 3, 5, 7, 10 and 20-22 remain in this case, claims 1, 6 and 9 being cancelled by 
this response. The remaining claims were cancelled previously. 

In response to the Decision on Appeal dated September 26, 2003 (Appeal No. 2002- 
2030), Applicant hereby submits its amendment under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 96(b)(1), canceling claims 
1,6 and 9. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 1, 6 and 9 stand Finally Rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph. 

Claims 1, 6 and 9 are hereby cancelled. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection 
are therefore respectfully requested. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 3, 5-7, 9-10 and 21-22 were rejected for obviousness type double patenting over 
U.S. Pat. No. 6,187,558. 

Claims 6 and 9 are hereby cancelled. With respect to the remaining claims 3, 5, 7, 10 and 
21-22, Applicant respectfully disagrees with the rejection. However, in order to advance 
prosecution of this application, Applicant hereby submits its Terminal Disclaimer in order to 
overcome the rejection. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the double-patenting rejection of 
claims 3, 5-7, 9-10 and 21-22 are therefore respectfully requested.

Applicant believes the claims, as amended, are patentable over the prior art, and that this 
case is now in condition for allowance of all claims therein. Such action, is thus respectfully 
requested.
